‘terview on his return here from the 
Continent to-day. 

‘There was also a Turkish candidate 
for -the World Court, who obtained

Council, ‘ut, subsequently, the As- 
sembly elected Dr. Cheng by a large’ 
majority.

SINO-BRITISH TRADE 
Oct. 21. 

‘The British Embassy's statement 
on the decision to appoint Mr. 
W. M. Kirkpatrick as China repre- 
sentative of the Export Credits 
Guarantee Depariment to work in 
close cohtact with H.B.M. Com- 
mereial Counsellor, Mr. Louis 
Beale, in’Shanghai for the further~ 
fince of the export of British goods 
to China shows that Great Britain 
attaches no little importance to 
her commercial relationships with 
China, In essence the scheme is an 
Insurance, ‘The British firm, which 
would like to place its goods in 
China in response to definite in- 
quirles or orders but is uncertain 
Fegarding the conditions ruling 
here, can command the good offices 
ot the Export Credits Guarantee 
Department which, in return for 
a small premium, will accept a 
certain portion of f joint responsi 
bility” for the sks involved. 
This method of coping with 
the complicated conditions of post 
war trade has already been applied 
{o other countries. Its extension to 
China is welcomed, It plainly does 
not justify the suggestion that the 
British Government is either mal 
ing a Joon to this country oF 
subsidizing British trade, In simple 
language, having regard to the 
koenness’ of modern competition 
and to the facilities offered to China 
by other trading countries, the 
British Government is_prudently 
safeguarding ils commerce here by 
making is own effort at adjusting 
credit conditions to the neéds of a 
potential elient. ‘There is no desire 
{0 prejudice the positions of other 
nations. Great Britain understands 
the rules of intornational trading; 
she is prepared, now as in the past, 
fo stand on her own foet and, 
observing the doctrine of “live and 
let live,” to recormnize the competi- 
tion: of ‘other nations in.a spirit of 
fwiendly rivalry, 

‘The extension of the Export 
Credits scheme fo China has been 
wisely “adapted to the special 
conditions prevailing here—not the 
least important being the diMeulty 
of obtaining for the British exporter| 
at any given moment an immediate 
Indication of tho state of the marlket 
to which he is being called upon to 
despatch his goods, By deputing a 
special representative of the Export 
Credits Guarantee Department. to 
fake up his residence in China in 
order to examine’ credit, proposal 
on the spot, an important step hi 
been taken to remedy difficulties on 
which British merchants. and, in- 
deed, official British opinion ‘here 
hhave’ been impelled to make rueful 
comment. In recent months eortain 
eredits given to China by other 
nations have vividly impressed 
British merchants with the di 
abilities’of thelr country's conserva~ 
tive commercial practice. ‘They 
hhave not been inclined to recom- 
mend modification of that practice 
to the extent of accepting what they 
consider (0 be unjustifiable risks 
but, confident in the experience at 
the’ disposal of His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment, ‘they have urged that 
British genius should not be want 
{ng in devising satisfactory measures 
for maintaining with China the 
commercial ties’ which are $0 
honoured by traditions of long 
standing. ‘This new scheme is the 
answer. In effect it links the ex-

advantage of simplicity and yet 
it takes fully info account the 
changed ccnditions governing 
trading operations here.

Moreover 1» 
the occurrence of recent murders 
of Japanese residents in China in- 
terpretations have been given in 
plain enforcement of a dangerous 
set of theories which are taken to 
Justify claims likely to embarrass 
diplomatic methods of approach, 
By this time it would seem that 
Japanese opinion is oblivious to 
the existence of differences which 
bring sharply into question the 
definition of equality. The Chinese 
Government may feel that the test 
of equality lies in the ability of 
Chinese troops to move in North 
China at the will of thelr national

regarded, while Japanese troops on 
foreign soil have been subject to 
no inhibition except that sanctioned 
by thelr own authorities, With the 
marked advanee in the solidarity 
of Chinese national thought—a 
direct product of recent Japanese 
policy—the case for redres, of this 
inequality has been strengthened 
‘in Chinese minds, although Jt seems 
to be impossibly fantastic to 
Japanese critics who have been so 
‘Sedulously underlining and expand~ 
ing the notion of special Japanese 
interests in North China—and even. 
further afleld. China suffers from 
a long period of physical helpless- 
ness. Japan suffers from a sus- 
tained and progressive assertion of 
Japanese dominance in Chinese 
affairs. It is greatly to be hoped 
that the ability to review the situ 
| tion in the clear light of realities 
may assist. Japan in restoring a 
diplomatic equilibrium from which 
a workmanlike settlement on the 
basis of compromise may be de- 
vised in Nanking. Otherwise th 
apprehensions of a breakdown may 
find unhappy justification. If the 
breakdown occurs, there is 10 
reason to expect 'an immediate 
crisis. The relationships between 
the {wo countries may revert to 
that state.of suspended animation 
in which, however, ultimate danger 
may We Japanese plans in the 
North in so far as they keep to 
the economic co-operation so long 
preseribed and already initiated, 
may gradually achieve results, but 
the elements of risk will be intensi- 
fled. At any moment the pressure 
may—either by deliberate action or 
unwitting adaptation to the ap- 
parent needs of Japan—precipitate 
clash which, once invited, may 
bbe pregnant of consequences be- 
yond the control of either side.

arrangements of the Council and 
hhave suggested that the Council is| 
lacking in sound financial advico| 
during the absence of the Controller 
on leave which is partly to be oc~ 
cupied in making certain official 
Inquiries overseas. No such inten 
tion was entertained; nor is it 
believed that lay opinion has been 
misled in that respect. There is 
a strong conviction that the Coun- 
ell has done well to appoint its 
economy committee and the only; 
surprise is that the newly-alfirmed 
faith in a policy of giving “the 
‘greatest possible publicity to 
Counell affairs” is not robust 
‘enough to permit disclosure of the 
personnel of the Committee and its 
terms of reference—points on 
which the public, ready as always| 
to give the Council credit for good 
intentions, is specially interested. 
‘As for the advice given on tne, 
financial position by the Acting 
Controller there was never any 
doubt of its competence or value. 
In these columns, not so long ago, 
special attention was drawn to the 
seriousness of the budgetary pro- 
spects as outlined by that high 
officer. What was intended was to 
illustrate to the Council the neod 
for public explanation of its actions. 
It appears that it recently invited 
the Controller to continue in office 
‘and its invitation was accepted with, 
the stipulation that he should be 
Immediately given home leave, in 
spite of the fact that he had beon 
home on leave frequently in the 
ast four years—one of the excur- 
sions being taken at his own ex- 
pense. There is no desire to 
criticize the Council or the Cou 
troller on that point, but merely to, 
indicate yet another outlet  for| 
publicity. There is nothing sacto- 
sanct about such an arrangement: 
it does not demand breathless 
silence from reverent worshippers. 
at the Couneil’s shrine. It is purely 
a matter of business and com- 
monsense.

A FESTERING SORE

‘Two years ago when the reve 
tions of organized brutality at a 
much-advertised meeting at Olym- 
pia stirred the British public to 
Indignation and almost induced the 
authorities to consider the possibility 
of banning the use of uniform to 
Accorate political movements, there 
scemed to be a chance of suppress- 
Ing Sir Oswald Mosley's absurd 
fantastics before they came to be 
more than minor nuisances. The 
Government, however, was {m= 
pressed by the argument that the 
latest Mosley political transforma- 
tion was languishing for lack of 
support, that the disgust aroused by 
the public statements of responsible 
witnesses to the outrages already 
mentioned was having a deterrent 
effect, that the events of June 30 
in Germany that year had made 
British opinion hostile to Sir 
Oswald's exotic gestures and that 
nothing could be more inept than to 
make his followers believe that the 
‘martyr's crown was theirs. The 
press co-operated with that point 
of view. Little note was made of 
Mosleyite specches. ‘The appearance 
of a rival fascist faction evoked 0 
ripple of mild amusement. Tt was 
thought that riducule helped by the 
known reluctance of the British 
temperament to adopt foreign in- 
stitutions would put in his place 
‘ political adventurer whose record 
had been remarkable only for an 
inconsistency which seemed to 
minister to an excessively sensitive 
self-esteem, This process promised 
at first to be successful but some- 
how or other the fascist idea re- 
emerged. It was suggested that 
when the movement had reached 
serious political status, Sir Oswald 
would be quietly dropped and his 
place taken by some right-wing 
Conservative politician. ‘The names 
of Lord Lloyd and Sir Arnold 
Wilson were—probably without any 
justiication—bandied about in this 
Tegard. Prominent sportsmen were 
sald to favour the blackshirt 
‘comedy and although the respon- 
sible press left the subject severely 
‘lone, much indirect propaganda 
was ingeniously circulated through 
the apparently innocuous medium 
of those curious panderers to the 
evergreen snob, the weekly picture 
papers. 

‘At one time the Mosleyites could 
count on the support of the Rother= 
mere press; that was withdrawn 
because, partly, of an inability to 
extract ‘from the leader a satis 
factory assurance on the subject of 
the Jews, Actually Sir Oswald 
declared himself definitely opposed 
to anti-Semitism, but somehow or 
other he has been drawn into 
actions and statements which have 
considerably discounted his dis 
claimer. The tributes paid by the 
right-wing Conservative press and 
the Rothermere organs to the work, 
of Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini, 
together with their ridicule of the 
League of Nations and attacks on 
Communism, tended to| 
obscure the fact that Lord Rother- 
mere does not now approve of Sir 
Oswald. ‘The silence of the press 
‘on the Mosley ereed has paradoxi~ 
cally assisted recruiting. In short 
the very method adopted to dis- 
credit the movement has actually 
helped it for as no-one can explain 
with detailed accuracy the detnite 
aim of British fascism of whatever 




















brand, critics of the doctrine find 
themselves heavily handicapped. 
Of this the recruiters make good 
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monarchy against the republicanism 
of communism. Generally, how- 
ever, they have not really made 
much headway with a notable ex= 
ception which significantly explains 
Sir Oswald's wavering on the 
Jewish question. Discovering in 
certain districts in large {owns con= 
siderable resentment against the 
ceonomic superiority of the Jews as 
compared with other residents 
there, the anti-semitic note has been 
struck with success. It will be 
observed that recent alarums over 
fascist activity have been mainly 
concerned with viclous press. at 
tacks on the Jews and with attempt— 
‘ed parades in what may be called 
Jewish areas, So marked is this 
isgraceful appeal to ignorant pre= 
Judice, that Sir John Simon has 
been moved to ulter grave wam- 
ings and the members of Parlia- 
ment for the East End of London 
where many of these Jewish areas 
are, will probably call for strong 
preventive action when Parliament 
reassemble. 

This aspect of the so-called 
faselst movement in Great Britain 
is lkely to bring the Government 
to realize the impossibility of 
Jonger tolerating its absurdities 
Between the fascists and the com= 
munists there is little to choose, 
Both are noisier than thelr num- 
bers warrant, Both believe in en- 
forcing a doctrine by defying the 
provisions of the law and the con= 
ventions prescribed for political 
discussion. The Government is not 
likely to proceed against any 
‘specific set of opinions. It is more 
likely to endeavour to prescribe 
rules which may obviate the 
danger of violent outbreaks, To 
this end the abolition of the uni- 
form may well be reconsidered. Tt 
‘would have been adopted two years 
ago if the Government had not 
been under the impression that the 
Mosley fashion was failing. Certain 
‘Scandinavian countries have found 
the prohibition effective. Sir Oswald 
may find that his nattily designed 
uniform will have to be reserved 
for private occasions, It is dime 
cult for many people who have 
closely followed his career and 
Know something of his personality 
to understand how he has been 
able to maintain the réle of fascist 
leader in spite of the emergence of 
a rival and bitterly hostile group. 
‘Whatever his failings may be, Sit 
Oswald is gifted with an excep- 
tionally agile tongue and good 
power of delivery. He has not 
hesitated to throw his personal 
‘wealth into: the seale and no doubt 
his. organization can command 
other coffers. . Even then it will be 
generally agreed that there is no 
fear of fascism being adopted as a 
British cult but there is a real 
danger that the ebullience of its 
psoudo-champion and: his follow- 
ers may cause more disturbance of 
the peace than is convenient for 
the British Government to permit, 
Parliamentary institutions have not 
yet failed in Great Britain; indeed 
they have shown exceptional virility 
and elpsticity in recent years. The 
fascist or communist 1s not trying 
to advocate a mere political creed; 
he fs really endeavouring to set up 
a dictatorship which, by the pro- 
cess of violence, whether under the 
red flag or the black shirt, shall 
abolish democratic procedure and 
et loose on the home of parliae 
mentary government a bizarre 
mediey of Ruritanfan posturing,

Imaginary atrocities, misleading a

FIVE POWER CONFERENCE 


Gradually, despite the discouroging 
conditions prevailing, the stage 1s 
being prepared for the Five Power 
Conference to which the British

Inability to stand the climate of 
Geneva, is making her stipulations 
take an uncomfortable form from 
the point of view of the League. The 
League itself has indeed lost further 
round and if Germany be accused 
‘of readiness to deliver the coup 
de grace, there may be a tendency 
to welcome the opportunity which 
she offers. Yet it must be remem- 
ered that in spite of the generai re- 
cognition of the League's failure in 
Great Britain at ‘all events, there 
is a strong- disposition to encourage 
means for reviving that institution 
as the only hope of averting the 
major disaster. How far that. view 
will find support when the new Five 
Power Conference comes into being, 
Femalns to be ceen. Recent events, 
such as the King of the Belgians’ 
firm pronouncements, indicate a 
profound distrust of ‘the collective 
system because of its direct depend- 
fence on the favaur of nations which, 
rightly or wrongly, are not convin- 
ced adherents to the principles of 
the Covenant.

Belgium In particular is 
very doubiful of her position in the 
light of the Franco-Soviet Pact and 
similar anxieties are discernible else- 
where,

A SUPERB DETECTIVE 


Sir Lionel Tomkins whose doath is 
reported was one of the most brilliant 
detective ofcors ever produced by 
the Indian Police Service. He was 
at the head of the C.D. of the 
Punjab in the troublous days of the 
Ghadr Conspiracy and the Reboliion. 
of April 1919, ‘Fiction writers would 
find it dificult to make Mr, L. L. 
Tomkins as he was then fit into thelr 
specifications. A quiet studious-look- 
ing man of middie height, spare of 
frame and fair as to.the small but 
curly moustache, apt to play quite 
useful game of tennis, he might 
have been anything but’ a fearless 
and ruthless police officer who proved 
the terror of terrorists and effective 
ly stamped out revolutionary crime 
in ‘the “Punjab of his day. Many 
Sikhs in Shanghai must, remember 
‘Tomkins Sahib who was as modest 
as he was competent. In 1922. he 
rose to be the administrative head of 
the Police Force in his Provinee and 
he retired in 1926, but it is probable 
that hhe regarded that preferment as 
child's play to the grim labours of the 
ten years which preceded It.

‘This ‘is another’ instance of 
the sensational extravagance. of the 
popular press whieh at the same time 
fe'very annoying and irritating. I re- 
lise that conditions are. exicemely 
Strained at the present time. AM ths 
‘must be cousing you a great deal of, 
anxety.

POPULAR HUPEH HEAD ASSASSINATED 
Gen, Yang Yung-tai is Shot in Street in Hankow: 


Anti-Japanese 


Hankow, Oct. 25. 

Gen, Yang Yung-tai, chairman of 
the Hupeh Provincial’ Government, 
was assassinated here this afternoo 
As he stepped trom a motor-car 
the ‘Customs wharf, to board the 
ferry to Wuchang, a'Chinese stepped 
forward and fired several shots at 
him with a pistol, A bullet entered 
his side, and he feli immediately. 

‘Mme. Yang immediately took her 
husband to” a Japanese hospital, 
where he died within a few minutes. 

According to a doctor's report Gen, 
‘Yang was struck by four bullets 
fired at close range, From the frst 
there was no hope of recovery, and 
i was remarkable he still lived when 
token to hospital, 

Gen, Yang had been attending a 
luncheon at the United States Con- 
sulate-General, where he was in the 
happlest of spirits, 

‘The assassin was arrested by the 
police before he could flee, Wild 
confuslon momentarily followed | the 
shooting, of which there are condliet- 
ing accounts. Tt ig stated that Gon. 
Yang's bodyguard fired several shots 
at the assassin, but this is not con- 
firmed. 











‘Three Arrests 

‘The assassin, a Szechuenese youtn, 
named Chen Shich-bsino, aged 20, 15, 
being interrogated to-night, Two! 
‘other Chinese, suspected of complicity 
in the crime, were arrested later in 
the French ‘Concession and handed 
‘over to the Chinese authorities, S¢ 
far the motive for the erlme has not 
appeared, 

Both Chinese and foreign circles 
here are deeply shocked by the 
tragedy, which has ended the carcer 
of a man who by universal acclaim 
was a splendid provincial governe: 
He was active in all movements for 
the betterment of the province, while 
his personal popularity with all sec 
tions of the community was no less 
than his public esteem, He was a 
keen Rotarian and a member of the 
Cosmopolitan Club, 

Gen. Yang succeeded Gen, Chang 
Chun ‘as Governor of Hupeh when 
the latter was appointed Foreign 
‘Minister ot National Government in 
December last year, His term of 
ofice was marked by’ great progress 
in provincial affairs, Born at Mao- 
ming, Kwangtung, Gen, Yang w 
educated at the Canton High Schoot 
‘and the Liang Kwang Preparatory 
School for stidents to be sent abroad. 
He also attended the law school of 
the Peking Methodist, University. 


Active Revolutionary 

In tho years before 1911 he was 
uictive in revolutionary — propagand: 
‘and when the Repubile was forme 
he represented Kwangtung on the 
‘National Provisional Council at Nan- 
king in 1012, Later, he was promin- 
‘ent in journalism in Shanghal, wher 
he edited the "Chung Hwa Hain Pao, 
which vigorously “opposed. the at- 
tempt by President Yuan Shih-kal to 
assume the mane of the Manchu 
Emperors, He joined the Military 
Couneit in opposition to Yuan as 
chief of the financial bureau, 
and after a year in Peking 
‘5 a member of Parliament, he went 
to Canton to join Dr, Sun’ Yat-sen's 
southern constitutional government, 
as member of the Extraordinary 
Parliament, He became Commis 
sloner of Finance in 1917 and Civil 
Governor of Kwangtung in 1020, Ho 
was clected a member of tho Peking 
Senate in 1922, 


When the Nationalist revolution of 
1027 had wrought the downfall of tho 
Northern Government and made 
Nanking the capital of the new Re- 
public, Gen, Yang emerged as coun- 
sellor to the Commander-in-Chie!’ 
‘Headquarters of the Nationalist Army. 
In 1082, he became chief secretary 
o the Headquarters of the Chairman 
of the Military Affairs. Commission, 
jin which capacity he came in close 
contact with Gen, Chiang Kai-shek, 
of whom he has always been an 
ardent supporter-—Reuter, 


Ant-Japanese Motive 
Hankow, Oct. 20,

peared "in the assassination of Gen. 
‘Yang Yung-tal, the popular Gover- 
nor of Hupeh,’ who ‘was fatally shot 
while stepping froma motor-car at 
the Custom Whart here yesterday.

impatient and ordered the engineer 
to proceed. He is alleged to have 
used a revolver to threaten railway

JAPANESE SHIP

35 Members of Oura Maru 
Crew Thought Lost 


Otaru, Hokkaido, Oct, 23, 
One ship disappeared and two 
others were stranded in heavy seas 
which lashed the eastern coast of the 
Hokkaido last night. 

‘Thirty-five members of the crew of 
the 810-ton tug Oura Maru belong 
ing to the Japan Salvage Co, have 
been given up as lost, their vessel

In special communique Sanued this 
afternoon, the War Oitice sald that 
there was mo doubt that Capt.

‘An examination of the officer bya 
court-martial convened to try the 
‘mautineers has, according to the com- 
‘munique, shown that the officer held 
the following beliefs, 

He had keenly felt the necessity 
of breaking the. crisis confronting 
Japan ‘and he believed “that the 
"privileged class” tended to. ignore 
the Importance of national ‘defence, 
‘neglect Japan's” “continental. pro: 
ress", misunderstand the true mean- 
ing of national polity, and usurp the 
conduct of state alfedrs, 

For these reasons, the communique 
continued, Capt, Tanaka began to take 
‘erent Interest in the movement for 
‘national reforms which was begin 
‘ning to rear its head among” tho 
younger offers, 

‘On the afternoon of February 26, 

some twelve hours after the Febels 
had killed ‘several leaders “of . the 
Government and occupied the Nagata 
cho distriet, Capt. Tanaka dispatched 
telegrams "to his friends-ofeers 
stationed outside of the Capital—an- 
nouncing his intention to “pave the 
way for the Showa restoration by 
aiding the rebels", 
‘Simultaneously, ‘he visited ° the 
rebels’ headquarters and conferred 
with the leaders of the mutiny, seek 
Ing to ascertain thelr motives, 

‘On’ February 27 he was asked by 
‘Takatsugu Muranaka, ‘one of the 
jelvil leaders of the’ mutinesre, to 
assist In persuading the rebels to 
give themselves up to” the loyal 
troops, who were acting under the 
Emperor's orders. Capt, ‘Tanaka, ac- 
cording to the communique,  imme- 
diately. transmitted the ‘proposal to 
the martial law headquarters. 

Following, the suppression of th 
prising, Capt. Tanaka bad ‘led 
fe of penitence, praying continue 
ously that the nation's prestige be 
enhanced and the state's problems be 
elved.” Up to the day of his 
death, the "communique concluded, 
he hid “maintained complete seren- 
iy."—Domel.

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BANDIT NUISANCE IN 
MANCHOUKUO 


Army Successful in 54 
u Encounters 
Front Oun Own Comaspoxsexr 


Mukden, Oct. 14, 

Attacks by bandits thous nt tne 
known ‘are s0 rare. along the main 
allway “ines in” Manchuria that 
travel Is practically as safe now as 
before the Chinese troops were driven 
Out In 1931, But the army still hos 
8 steady ensuallty list. "Every month 
a brlet note in ‘the papers fist. the 
number of, “White kimonas,” that Is 
wounded soldiers’ who. are. being 
sent home, and at faltly regular 1p 
tervals, boxes of ashes, each repre- 
senting the son which some Japanese 
family’ has sacrificed to the nation's 
defence programme, are. carried 
through here on thelr mournful re 
turn. to Japan, 

‘While it ts not yet possible to give 
a usotul comnarison with the results

Bandit Losses Large 


Details aro given for the activities 
of light detachments.

‘50 bandit ehiefs of whom the names 
of 30 are given. Six of them were 
alleged to have been killed In battle, 
In all 194 brigands were killed, the 
number credited to a unit of the 
army ranging from 69 down to two, 
the minimum curiously coming from 
the unit which reported the greatest 
number of encounters—fourteen, ‘The 
troops lost one non-commissioned 
efficer and fourteen privates killed 
‘nd one “non-com’” and twelve pri- 
vates wounded, Of the latter three 
subsequently died.

Dairen, Oct, 24. 

With the middle of October Dairen 
settles down in readiness for the grim 
slege of forbidding winter. Down 
from the great Hsingan Range, when 
its frigid teuch is properly’ laid on 
the city, sweep icy blasts which 
penetrate any clothing not lined with 
fur, Shrill from out beyond 
breakwaters tear in the  sea-borne 
‘winds, ‘less inhospitable than those 
from ‘the north but still wicked 
enough to cause even the ‘lowly 
wharf coolle to arm himself with 
cheap Manchurian fur-lined gloves 
or fur ear protectors. 

‘The beginning of the cold season 
fn this elty is a time to respect as 
it Js as mutable as the sea. Latter 
Qetober may bring a day as mon- 
strously chilly as mid-December or 
mid-Jonuary ‘though the day after 
may be ns invitingly warm as in 
carly September. The start and 
finish of the chilly season in Dairen 
is one when doctors are veritably 
patienteridden as residents find it 
more than dimealt to cope with the 
‘temperamental changes in the climate.

‘cidental ‘and Oriental, each receiving

Gone now are the gay. sporting.

weather, No longer are the coats 
‘open and the heads hatless.. Thick 
underwear is now firmly in position.

AIR TRAVEL 


Mmes, Trippe and Whitney 
Pleased with Journey 


In the days of the old sailing clip- 
pers, a woman who embarked on the 
Jong and dangerous journey frum 
‘America to China was indeed a brave 
‘and fearless petsoa. No less ad- 
venturous were tho two. trim and 
smiling American women who stepped 
from the C.N.A.C’s Douglas Dolpnin 
‘at the Lunghwa Aerodrome on Oclo- 
ber 24, following a thrilling Might 
from Honolulu to Hongkong in the 
Philippine Clipper, 

‘They were Mrs, Juan ‘Trippe, the 
wife of the President of the Pan- 
American Airlines, and Mrs. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney, the 
wife of the chairman of’ the 
board of directors of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Always. They are the first 
two women to fly from Honolulu to 
Shanghal by commercial ‘plane.

First Interview 

Breaking all rules and granting her 
first interview since she sailed from 
California, Mrs, Trippe told a repre~ 
sentative of the "North-China Herald” 
that the loveliest part of the trip had 
been the China Coast. 

‘Mrs, ‘Trippe, who has been air 
minded for more than ten years and. 
has flown all over the country, said 
that there was no thought of nervous- 
ness on the part of any of the pas- 
sengers. Plying over the Pacific

On the islands, however, they found 
every comfort, ‘with fine, modern 
hotels, excellent food and refrigern- 
tor service, and rooms with private 
baths. Fishing azound these islands 
was excellent, and in proof of this, 
he mentioned’ that when one of the 
Clipper ships was held up. by a 
typhoon, the press agent managed to 
catch a fish the size of which even 
hhe did not have to exaggerate.

CRIME DECREASES IN) 
THE SETTLEMENT 


Mother Sentenced to 20 Days 
for Killing Her Child 


A Chinese woman, who caused the 
death of her child by administering 
opium to alleviate pains which the 
youngster was suffering, was senten- 
‘ced to 20 days imprisonment sus 
pended for two years. 

‘The above appears In the Shanghal 
Municipal Police report for Septem- 
ber, an unusual ease among the other 
items of more common crime such 
as murder, attempted murder, bur- 
glary, armed robberies, shop lifting, 
ote, 

‘A total of 1,625 cases of crime 
were dealt with by the Police, the 
Commissioner of” Police reports, 
showing a decrease of 172 as com- 
pared with that for August and an 
Increase of 189 a5 compared with 
the figure for the corresponding 
month last year. Arrests for crime 
committed show a decrease, 1,308 per- 
Sons having. been apprehended in 


September as against 1.373 in 
August and 1498 in July. in addi- 
tion, 73" persons were taken into 


custody for crimes commitied in pre- 
vious months. Eighty-seven persons 
were arrested on behalf of other aux 
thorities, 

OF the five reported cases of mur- 
der, the one that came most in the 
public eye was the murder of a 
Japanese sailor, who together with 
other naval ratings, was attacked 
from behind by an assassin who fired 
several shots. Two others were 
‘wounded. ‘Three suspects were ar- 
Tested and one is still on remand, 
‘Armed robberies amounted to 28, ff 
teen more than the previous month and 
an Increase of 21 compared with the 
corresponding month last year. 








SS. RANCHI HITS ROCK 
IN YANGTZE 


P. & O. Liner Loses Propellor 
in Daybreak Accident 


With one propetlor gone, and leak- 
ing badly up her broken propelior 
shatt, the P. & O. liner Ranchi limped 
Into’ port late on Oclober 19, 
nuine hours overdue. Anxious officials 
of the company were wailing for her 
fon the Shanghai & Hongkew Wharf 
Co.'s Hongkew Wharf, and shortly 
after the ship ‘had made fast, divers 
were sent down to examine the 
damage. 

‘The Ranchi was due in port about 
730 am. She actually arrived shortly 
‘after 430 p.m, It is understood that at 
about $ am. os she was passing 
Button Island, in the mouth of the 
Yangtze River, she struck a rock 
‘The sound of the impact could be 
heard all over the ship, which came 
slowly to a stindstill with one pro- 
Pellor gone. 

‘Water began leaking in from tho 
afterpeak, mainly up the propellor 
shaft, and into the after-hold. ‘The 
pumps were sot to work, and on her 
eppasite rudder, she slowly and ale 
most painfully ‘made her way into 
vort. 

Tt was understood from Messrs. 
Mackinnon, Mackenzie & Co., local 
agents of ‘the P, & 0, ss. Ranchi, 
on Oct. 23 that the vessel would leave 
for Hongkong at 10 o'clock that 
morning for repairs to be effected. 

‘Sho had Just arrived from London 
(whence she sailed on September 11), 
Gibraltar and Marseilles, by way of 
Suez and the usual ports of call, with 
110 passengers in all classes, 208’ sacks 
of mail, and 177 packages of the parcel 
post variety. In addition, she carried 
slightly over 400 tons of cargo for this 
port.

HERMES: NOW OFF 
THE BUND 


Aircraft Carrier's Welcome 
Return After 4. Years 


Taking the place of H.MS. Kent, 
cruiser which has lain off the Bund 
for three weeks, the aircraft carrier 
Hermes came ‘up-river from the 
Shanghai & Hongkew Wharf Co.'s 
Pootung Wharf shortly after 1 pan, 
fon October 22, to moor at “tho 
British Naval Buoys. "Her unusual 
lines attracted a great deal of atten- 
ion from the rush-hour erowds along, 
the Bund, for not only” has. the 
Hermes an overhang of fifteen fect 
‘over her seaplane lifting rails, but 
her funnel and the whole of her 
superstructure is placed well on her 
starboard side, to leave plenty of 
room for aeroplanes to land on her 
deck, 

At noon on Oct, 22 HLM.S, Kent, 
county class cruiser, flag ship of the 
China station, with 'Vieo-Admiral Sir 
Charles Little, Commander-in-Chiet 
‘of the China Station and his personal 
staff on board, left the British naval 
‘buoys for Woosung, On Oct, 23 HL.M.S, 
Kent left for Hongkong, 

‘The Hermes actually arrived in 
port on Wednesday, October 14, but 
since the time of her arrival over= 
lapped the slay of the Kent. in 
‘Shanghai, she tled up at the whart 
down-river, and has remained there 
for the past week. With the do- 
arlure of the Kent, however, the 
British Naval Buoys were again 
vacant, snd so now the Hermes 
lies off the Bund, here for a stay. 
‘of an indefinite period. 


At about 1 pm. on Oct. 22, there 
fore, the 10,850" tons alreratt ‘carrier 
left’ the Pootung Wharf, the large 
tug ahead of her seeming almost 
diminutive in contrast, She steam 
ed up past the Bund, a number of 
aeroplanes on her landing deck make

AMERICAN ADMIRAL’ 
BUSY TIME 


Many Functions Before He| 
‘Takes Command 


‘Roar-Admiral Horry B. Yarnell, the 
new commander of the US. Asiatic 
Fleet, Is a busy man these duys al 
though he will rot take over’ from 
‘Admiral Orrin G. Murfin until Octo- 
ber 30. 

"Rear-Admiral Yarnell, who accord- 
ing to Ameriean naval custom will be- 
rome a full-fledged Admiral during 
hhiscommand of the Asiatic Fleet, frst 
came {o Shanghal as long ago as 
1900 in ‘the gunboat Yorktown en- 
route to Taku during the Boxer re- 
dellion.

‘The draft resolution for the equa 
treatment of foreign and national 
‘seamen and the abolition of the con- 
tractor system in the shipping trade, 
vroposed by Mr. Chao Pan-fu, the 
Chinese delegate to the maritime 
session of the International Labour 
Conference at .Geneva. has been 
adopted by: the resolutions examina- 
tion committee and will be discussed 
at the forthcoming conference, it was 
earned st the Chinese Seamen's 
Union on Ostober 22. 

"in presenting. the resolution, Mr. 
Chao “said. that since the Powers 
succeeded in gaining the right of 
Inland navigation ia. China, Chinese 
seamen were employed by foreign 
shipping firms in the country. ‘Tak- 
Ing advantage of the low wages ond 
the facility of commercial trans- 
portation with China, the number of 
Chinese seamen under such employ- 
‘nent was really Increased. It was 
‘mn 1022, he said, that the history of 
Chines seamen turned to a new 
age. ‘The Chinese sermen, having 
‘ong’ suffered under the yoke. of 
uunfust. treatment, struck ona wide 
eale for better” treatment and the 
Abolition of the contractor-system of 
‘omployment. After the inaugurstion 
of the International Labour Confer- 
‘nce. Chinese seamen have feverishly 
hoped for equal treatment. But 
‘many yeors have elapsed and there is 
stiN! no sign of any improvement in 
the conditions. 

‘The 1022 Strike 

‘The result of the strike in 1922 
was on honourable vielory on the 
Seamen's part, Mr. Chao said, though 
sta great serifice, Tt was hoped 
that. conditions would change from 
henceforth. However, it tured out 
to be the’ seamen's "disappointment 
thatthe employers not only failed 
to keep: their promise, but made 
conditions even more harsh for the 
Sufferers. Up to. the present, thelr 
mode of employment Is still confined 
to the "illegal contractor-system 
instead of through the legal channel 
of the Chinese Seamen's “Union. 
‘Seamen are deprived of their choice 
of ships nor have they any voice in 
the conditions of the contract of 
employment. The contractors would 
of course secure for the companies 














hard labourers at very low wages. 


FIGHT FOR “EQUAL TREATMENT 


Chinese Delegate to Maritime Conference at Geneva 
Condemns Contractor-System 


Besides obtaining the surplus profit 
from the companies for their illegal 
serviees, they would exact very high 
fees for introduction from the 
already distressed seamen. Under 
such dual oppression, it is beyond 
imagination how a seaman can sub- 
sist. Consequently cases of suleide 
fare most frequent to the disgrace of 
humanity. 

Besides employing the feudal 
method of employment, the foreign 
shipping companies. in China require 
the payment from each seaman of 
deposit of $300 to $700 on his accept 
ing employment, Mr. Chao claimed, 
In the dilemma ‘of unemployment of 
unjust “treatment, the distressed 

in has to raise such a big. 
mount by means of loans at what 
ever high rate of interest. Part of 
their wages therefore hat to be set 
aside to pay the interest. At present 
the highest waxe of an ‘experienced 
seaman is only $44 and the lowest 
‘only $8. How can a seaman there- 
fore live on such meagre income? 

Scapegoat for Evils 

Continuing Mfr. Chao said it is 
‘obvious that the employers would be 
benefitted by this deplorable situa- 
tion, They would of course employ 
workers who are subjected to lower 
standards of treatment in order. to 

tate thelr competition for pri- 
vate gains, ‘The natural result would 
bbe the Joss of employment on the 
part” of those who havo the 
Fight to clsim betler treatment. Tt 
seems that such loss of employment 
is wholly due to the undue competi 
Ylons of the low wage earners, 
the employers, in taking advantage 
of this” misconception, can easily 
chest their own national workers by 
denying. the fact of unjust treatment 
‘and simply make the Chinese work- 
ers the scapegoat for all the evils. 
‘They can easily condemn the ques- 
lon of unemployment ss due to the 
evils of Chinese seamen in taking up 
the occupations which would other- 
wise be assigned for their nationals. 
Without ascertaining the real nature 
of things, an average worker would 
naturally believe in such condemna- 
tions. The result is that the Chinese 
seamen, having suffered from the 
‘oppression of their employers, the

SUSPECTS 


Money Stolen in Moller Ship 
and H.M.S. Kent Found 


‘two cases conducted by the Customs 
River Police hud come (0 a conclusion 
fon Oct, 24, both belng characterized 
by the recovery of money stolen on 
chips in Shanghal, 

In one ease, the savings of the chiet 
cngineer in the ss. Lillan Moller, of 
the Moller Line, amounting to £200, 
ad been stolen by two “boys"* 
employed on the vessel. The theft 
ook place about ten days ago, and 
the arrest. of one of the thieves, in a 
Yangtsze port, was reporied on Oct. 
2%. “Practically all the stolen money 
was recovered. The sccond suspect 
is still at large, but the River Police 
hhope to find him sooner or later, The 
oot has been returned to the ship's 
officer. 

MMS. Kent Robbery 

In connection with the larceny of 
over $7,000 from KMS, Kent and 
the disappearance of a Chinese servant 
from the warship almost immediately 
after the amount was stolen, the Chi- 
neve papers state that the Customs 
River Police suspected that Lin, a 
Chinese servant in the warship, was 
responsible for the larceny.’ The 
River Police later learned that Lin 
hhad fled to Foochow by aeroplane an 
accordingly sent a telegram to the 
Fukien authorities, asking for 
assistance In effecting his arrest. The 
River Police have now received a 
reply from the Fukien authorities, 
saying that the wanted man has been 
Errested and about $3,000 of the stolen 
imoney has been recovered, according 
lo the Chinese press.

Many Years with the British 
Submarine Service 


Having seen war service, been a 
submarine officer, played a part in 
the British Flect’ movements during 
the recent Ilalo-Abyssinian erisis, and 
served previously on the China’ Sta- 
ion, Licutenant-Commander A. S. D. 
Ryder has arrived in Shanghai from 
England to take up his post as Naval 
Stat OMcer in place ‘of Lieutenant- 
Commander W. E, “Warner. Lieut 
Gar, Ryder jolted’ the British Navy 
uring the Great War, in 1915, and 
served asa midshipman on FMS. 
Centurion, ‘now a fect target ship. 
Promoted’ Sub-Lieutenant, he spent 
the remainder of his war service of 
patrol duty in the English Channel. 
‘Aller the Great War, he entered 
the submarine service, ‘serving frst 
f all on submarines and then in the 
iti-submarine service. During this 
period, he hid three narrow escapes 

















from death, not through mishaps. 19 
luny submarines upon which he was:

had been transferred. While serving 
fas First Lieutenant “on HM. sub: 
marine 123, he assisted in the resetie 
attempts carried out after the terrible 
Gisaster to.

About 10 pan. that day, he had 
instructions to be present when the 
accused took off his clothes, At that 
time he was wearing a black turban, 








"a white shirt with a red stain on it, 

and white pants, also stained red, a 
pullover and canvas shoes. 

‘Sundar Singh, a cook attached to 
the Sikh staff of the Pootoo Road 
police station, identified the meat 
chopper as belonging to the kitchen. 
Tt was kept in a box placed inside 
the kitchen, the box being unlocked. 
‘The kitchen was about five yards 
from the bath house where the crime 
Was alleged to have been committed. 
Witness ‘sald that he last used the 
meat chopper on October 13, and 
Roticed its dlsappesrance on October 
16, 

‘Mr. G. W. B. Dainton, senior clerk 
of works to the Shanghai Municipal 
Counell, safd that he made a survey 
of the bath house at the Pootoo Road 
police station on October 20, taking 
the measurements and placing them

This witnes# being the last brought 
for the prosccution, Mr. Haines:

firm, have used in China a Chinese 
trado name consisting of the words 
“Ah-Si-Lin-Yang-Hong", meaning, 
Osram foreign firm, ‘The Wel Mintz 
Factory, a Chinese firm, adopted and 
‘used a jabel trade marie on batteries 
containing the words "Ah-Si-Lin-Pal” 
‘meaning Osram brand and such trade 
mark was approved by tho ‘Trade 
Mark Bureau, 

The Osram Company instituted 
epposition proceedings in the ‘Tragle 
Mark Bureau for the cancellation of 
Wei Ming ‘Factory's trade name on 
the ground that the use of the words 
“Ab-Si-Lin” by Wei Ming Factory 
‘constituted an unauthorized use of 
their trade name, contrary to. the 
Chinese ‘Trade Mark Law. ‘The 
‘opposition was upheld and trade mark. 
of Wel Ming Factory was ‘cancelled, 
The Wei Ming Factory, however, was 
Gissatisfied and applied for a’ re- 
examination to the Bureau. In thelr 
application, they argued that since the 
name.

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ANCIENT MEDICINE 
By Promsmaus 

It Is strange how easy it is to 
miss something of more than 
ordinary interest when it Iles, per- 
haps, only a few fect out of our 
path. And yet, out of the many 
foreigners who have visited a 
Chinese trade exhibition, now belng 
held in the settlement, it is doubt- 
ful whether more than one oF two 
have made thelr acquaintance with 
tthe most interesting stall—that pro- 
vided by a Chinese chemists sho 
Jn Chapel. Here can be seen ex- 
amples of Chinese medicines which 
ave been in use for centuries, 
ranging from deer’s horns and 
tiger's bones to a vegetable re- 
sembling seaweed, and used for 
bringing strength to the aged. ‘The 
assistants are more than eager to 
explain the mysteries to curious 
visitors, and to point proudly to 
rows and rows of medicine Jars| 
whose contents are very often 
wholly unrecognizable to a -for~ 
cigner. All of the medieines,"they 
point, are made in their factory at 
Wusih, The summer months are: 
unfavourable to native medicine 
manufacturers, and so the factory 
commences operations at the be- 
ginning . of Decomber, continuing 
until Apri. 





High prices are charged for some 
of the medicines, placing some of] 
them out of the reach of all but the 
wealthicr classes. A growth which is 
sometimes found Inside a rhinoceros, | 
for instance, which is used for 
‘stomach complaints, costs as much 
‘ag $150 for one ounce, presumably 
fon account of its extreme rarity, 
and because of the difficulties 2x- 

perienced in obtaining it. Ladies! 
who desire to improve thelr com- 
plexion, 100, have to pay $126 a 

ounce for a’ powder ground down 
from tiny pearls, which is suppose 
to make the skin soft and smooth. 
An even higher price 1s placed on 
‘a growth occasionally found insice 
‘a monkey's throat, which, ground| 
into powder, is used for throat| 
trouble. One of the most popula: 
tonics known to Chinese chemists| 
is deer's horn. “Hunters in Kwang-| 
tung obtain a high price for horns: 
cut from young deer, which are| 
released after the operation has| 
been performed. It is important] 
that, when cutting out the horns,| 
no blood should be spilt, as this 
evidently lessens the efficacy of the| 
medicine. ‘The upper part of the| 
horn is very much more expensive| 
than the lower part, as its strength- 

‘ening powers are supposed to be far 
greater. ‘The upper part, in fact is| 
worth $216 an ounce, while the 
lower part is only worth $36 for the| 
same quantity. The horn is sliced. 
up, and ground into powder, being] 
swallowed with water. Sea horses| 
are sold by the palt to be taken by 
women after childbirth. ‘They also| 
‘are reduced to powder form before 
‘consumption. 





Many of the Chinese medicinal] 
preparations are made up into litt 
black squares by the manufacturers, 
‘and precise instructions are given| 
to patients as to how they are to| 
be taken, Deer's horns, tiger's| 
bones, turtles, donkey's bones, and| 
other medicines are very often sold| 
in this form. Patients are told to| 
place the square in old wine, 
‘adding water and sugar, and to boi 
it, putting in walnuts. The con- 
eoction is allowed to cool, and is| 
then cut Into pieces. Deer's horn| 
prepared in this fashion is sup-| 
posed to tone up the body, and to| 
strengthen the backbone, while; 
tiger's bones are taken to stength-| 
en the muscles and bones. Hard 
black squares are made from. 
turtles by bolling the creatures 
together with herbs, whereupon a. 
Jellified substance is formed. The 
mixture is then allowed to dry, and 
is cut inta pieces. It is taken by 
‘anaemic persons to enrich the! 
blood. A type of- wood found in 
Kwanglung and Kwangsi forms a| 
remedy for diffleulty in breathing, | 
being cut into’small pieces, placed | 
in warm water, and then swal- 
lowed. The bark of a tree found| 
|im Yunnan, known os "Yuk Kwai,” 
‘is used a a cure for heart and 





stomach complaints. This medicine 
fs of such strength that a small 
piece is sufficient for one year's use. 
Growths found inside horses’ 
stomachs are ground up, and taken 
‘as a cure for nerves, or more rarely, 
for insanity. 

‘The Chinese doctor who pres- 
cribes these and many other strange| 
remedies for his patients himself 
makes a very interesting subject of 
study. ‘The profession’ Is handed 
down’ from father to son, and a 
great deal of medical knowledge is 
Kept strictly within the family 
circle, jealously guarded, perhaps, 
for hundreds of years. ‘The observa~ 
tions of that shrewd observer, Dr. 
G. E. Morrison, famous correspon- 
dent of “The "Times" at Peking, 
‘throw considerable light on the 
methods of the Chinese medical 
profession. 





“The professional knowledge of a 
Chinese doctor largely consists in. 

lity to feel the pulse,” he wrote, 
“or rather the innumerable pulses 
of the Chinese patlent. This is the| 
real criterion of his skill. The| 
pulses of a Chinaman vary in a 
manner that no English doctor ean 
conceive of. For instance, among| 
‘the seven kinds of pulse which 
Presage approaching death’ occur 
the five following: when the pulse 
is perceived under the fingers to 
bubble “irregularly ike water over 
‘ great fire, if it be in the morning, 
the patient will die in the evening, 
Death is no further off if the pulse 
Seems like a fish whose head is 
stopped in such a manner that he: 
cannot move, but has a frisking 
tail without "any regularity: the 
cause of this distemper lies in the 
Kidneys, If the pulse seems ko 
drops of water that fall into a 
room through some crack, and 
when in its return it is scattered 
and disordered much like the twine 
of a cord which is unravelled, the 
bones are dried up even to the very_ 
marrow. Likewise if the motion of 
‘the pulse resembles the pace of a 
frog when he is embarrassed In 
the weeds, death is certain. If the 
motion of’ the pulse resembles ‘he 
hasty pecking of the beak of a bird, 
there is a defect of spirits in the 
stomach. 














He mentions as an “excellent 
specific for courage” a preparation 
made from the gall bladder of a 
robber famous for his bravery, who| 
has died at the hands of an 
executioner. “A certain remedy for 
ague, he states, is to write the 
names of the eight demons of ague 
fon paper, and fo eat the paper with 
‘cake. An alternative, but slightly 
less desirable, method is to talce out 
the eyes of @ paper door-god and 
devour them. “This remedy,” he 
‘comments, "never fails." The God 
of Boils offers a certain cure for 
this type of discomfort. ‘The boil 
must be plastered (a very favourite 
remedy for many kinds of 
ailments), but the corresponding 
area on the God must also be treat- 
ed inthe same manner, otherwise 
no relief will be obtained. 

Ancient Chinese medicine is 
fascinating subject, and one whit 
offers plenty of surprises to the 
student, as he becomes acquainted 
with more and more strange objects, 
used for pharmaceutical purpoces. 
‘The native chemists still carry on 
their trade in open-fronted ships 
in interior towns and villages, and| 
it will be a very long’ time before| 
the Western type of medicine will 
have any great demand anywhere 
but in the larger towns and cities 
in China. While the knowledge ef 
modern medicine has been increas- 
ing considerably during the presen: 
century through the efforts of 
medical schools bullt in various| 
arts of the country, and througn 
medical missionaries, it yet touche: 
only a minute portion of China’ 
Population. While every year sees| 
an increase in the number. of| 
Chinese doctors who go to foreign’ 
countries for study in medicine, the 
majority of Chinese countrymen 
prefer to see their native practi- 
tloners, and to put their trust in 
something which they know, rather

If a comprehensive record of the 
methods and tools of Chinese car- 
entry were to be made, it should be 
done soon, before Western ideas 
spread to every’ village in China. 
‘Such a’record should be made and 
some museum should collect samples 
of the various tools before these be- 
came obsolete and unobtainable, 
‘The training recelved by Chinese 


and English carpenters next 
compared, Mr. Emme the 
great advantage to the English 


carpenter of readily available tech- 
nical education and access to technical 
Publications, In England after com- 
pleting his general education, the ap- 
prentice was taken into a works and 
there received a fve years training in 
the various branches of carpentry. 
‘The youth was trained by selected 
‘men ‘who were both good at thelr 
craft and good at imparting thelr 
knowledge, ‘and during hig training 
he was gradually moved from branch 
to branch of the trade so that each 
branch was learned In logical 
sequence. A technical college was 
usually attended for -at least. three 
evenings per week for a course of 
from five to seven years duration, 
‘The Chinese apprentice’s training, 
however, was different, It was only 
in the large cities where foreign in- 
Aluence was felt that he had the op- 
portunity of learning his craft in all 
fis branches. Usually ‘he was. ap- 
renticed to one craftsman, whose 
methods he slavishly followed through- 
‘out the whole of his training, This 
method of training tended to turn out 
4 sterootyped craftsman, who although | 
probably nn expert on certain types 
of work, was limited in adaptability. 
Probably, however, his ignorance of 
selence and mathematies was his! 
greatest handicap, although the Chi 
nese carpenter often displayed re~ 
markable ingenulty in solving prob- 
Jems by certain “rule-of-thumb” 
methods, some of which Mr. Emms 
Went on to describe. ‘These methods 
were usually jealously guarded and 
handed down from father to son, 


‘Tools and Equipment 
‘The Chinese carponter’s tools and 
workshop equipment were "then 
eseribed in detail and many iustra- 
tive slides were shown, Comparisons 
were drawn between’ Chinese and 
foreign tools, equipment and method! 
of operation. In Chinese carpenters 
workshops power-driven machinery 
was conspicuous by its absence, while 
‘most English workshops usually pos- 
sessed this, The Chinese bench 
Usually consisted of plank about 
six fect long mounted on a pair of 
trestles, If of the first-class variety, 
it had fitted to it a. roughly ‘made 
wooden vice, Most shops had only 
fone bench of this type, the other 
benches being equipped only with-a 
form of bench-slop. ‘Much of the 
work had to be carried out at a slow 
speed owing to this shortage of sult 
able Altings for holding the work 
rigid. 
‘The Chinese tool kit was limited, 
usually consisting of various types of 
planes, saws and chisels, and a few 
fools for setting out. Practically 
the entire tool kit was made by the 
carpenter himself and enlarged 
‘occasion demanded. Except wher 
foreign steel had been introduced the 
quality of the steel was poor. Fre 
uent sharpening was necessary and 
much time was wasted over this 
‘owing to the lack of proper. grind: 
stones and ofl stones, ‘The tools were 
‘usually’ sharpened by an apprentice 
on stones of falrly fine grade 
lubricated ‘with water, 


Sandpaper Use Unknown 
‘Various finishing tools and scrapers: 
‘were used, but in the interior of China 
sandpaper’ or glasspaper was uns 
known. Moulding planes were used 
both by foreign and Chinese cat 
enters. Chinese moulding planes 
‘were simply and strongly made and 
similar to those used in» England, 
Chinese mouldings were often beautl- 
ful in thelr simplicity. ‘The Chinese 
carpenter made more use of his axe 
than the English craftsman, Otten 
the workman was a true artist with 
his tool snd could eut long lengths 
of timber to a line very quickly. 
‘The Chinese axe was slightly curved 
‘and was only sharpened on one side, 
while the English axe was perfectly 
straight and ground on both sides. 
‘The thick end was generally used by’ 
the Chinese carpenter in place of a 
wooden ‘mallet, but using’ the steel 
hhead against a' wooden chisel ‘was 
naturally detrimental.

However, to come to the book in 
general, Mr, Gilbey definitely is a 
racing character and a racing 
authority at Home. He comes of.a 
family “astociated ‘with horses for 
generations (Sir Walter Is one of 
them), he Is a racing Journalist, as is 
his brother also, he spends his tite 
‘on race, courses, he has watched 
‘every big race since the war, and he 
knows his subject from one end to 
the other. Tt Is di@teult to know 
exactly what to extract from the 
book for the purpose of a review, 
because it Is all 40 interesting, but a 
start may be made with the morals 
of the Turf. Mr. Gilbey, in common 
with every: other real authority, does. 
not hesitate to say: “Personally, 
never cease to marvel at the straight 
ness of our racing.”

Mr, Gilbey tokes his’ readers on a 
tour of the race courses and enlarges 
fon their attractions and thelr defects, 
He is merciless, but just, and 
delightfully eynleal in part, especial 
ly In the case of “Ally Pally.” As 
he puts the case from the point of 
view of the visitor, his remarks 
deserve a close study by race 
course executives, for then they will 
know what a visitor desires,
